Born On a Farm. 


Eustace was born on a farm near

heavy .lifting while doing farm duty he 
became paralyzed on one side of his 
body at the age of fourteen. The 
usual medical treatment seemed to be 
of no avail. Then Ills attention was 
attracted by an article on wrestling in 
a magazine. He became interested in 
the pictures illustrating the various 
holds and practiced 
them with his 


companions. Soon he found his con- 
dition improving and this encouraged 
him to continue wrestling. He was 
sixteen years of age when he made 
his first public appearance, and won

FORTY WINNING PLAYS 


IN FOOTBALL 


By MAJOR EARNEST GRAVES, t). S. Armr, Retired 
and JOHN J. McEWAiN. Head Line Coach at Webt Point 


Harvard End Run. 


Every team should have In its list of 


plays a good end run. While the end 
run cannot be depended on to gain 
ground consistently, because of the 
waste effort toward the flank, it is an 
essential feature of all running at- 
tacks. It is used to keep the defense 
spread and to go to position to kick. 


The 
above diagram 
shows 
a 


standard end run. 


The left end goes to one of the de- 


fensive backs. The runner gets away 
so quickly on this play that he can 
hardly be caught from the short side. 


The left tackle leaves the line and 


goes around in the interference. 


The center after passing the ball, 


blocks the opposing guard. 


The left guard leaves the line and 


gets into the intereference. 


The right tackle also leaves the 


line and swings aiound to assist the 
end on the opposing tackle. 
This is 


optional 
If there Is a fiercely charg- 


ing guard playing opposite the tackle 
he may not be able to leave the line. 


The right end blocks the opposing 


•tackle. 


The No. 4 back crashes the oppos- 


ing tackle. 


The No. 1 back takes the defenshe 


end. 


The No. 2 back likewise takes rhe 


end. 
Usually it takes more than one 


man to keep a good end out ot a play. 
One man may get him sometimes. In 
this play if the No. 1 back has 
smothered the end the No. 2 back goes 
thru to the defensive halfback 


The No. 3 back receives the ball 


from the center and runs as indicated. 
He should run parallel to the line for 
a few yards before turning up into the 
line. 


This is a short end run aimed to go 


between the opposing tackle and end. 
It may develop to the outside of the 
end on occasions. 


There is a wealth of interferences 


in this play. The linemen coming out 
of the line must be fast for big men. 
If a team is not possessed of speedj 
linemen plays calling for line inter- 
ference should be avoided, for the big 
slow roan coming out of the line will 
interfere 
more with his own backs, 


than he will with the opponents.

It is blamed 'for high 


freight rates and -.low prices of farm 
products, and high taxes can be easily 
traced -to it by the strenuous gentle- 
men .who make campaign speeches. 
T,he same law cuts a figure in some of 
rh'e congressional debates. 
The two 


principal charges are that it guaran- 
teed certain returns to the railroads, 
thus validating all the water in the 
stock, and that high freight rates re-

Senator Cummins, who helped draw 


it,-says that it does neither. He. says 
that high freight rates are due to the 
fact that when'HcAdoo was running 
the railroads and running for' presi- 
dent "he doubled the wages of railroad 
men, and that the; returns, not guaran- 
teed, 'but allowed, are upou the valua- 
tion of the roads, not their capitaliza- 
tion.
